Section 12 of the Railroad Bill, 
Prohibiting the Acquisition 
of the Stock of Competing 
Lines, Is Struck From the 
Measure. 


Washington, May 6.—The house 
made great strides today in the con- 
sideration of the administration rail- 
road bill, and reached an agreement 
for a vote on Tuesdey. The action 
taken, it is believed, will make it much 
easier to harmonize differences in con- 
ference with the senate than was 
thought possible a few days ago. 

By the close margin of 151 to 128, 
on motion of Mr. Adamson, of Georgia, 
a democrat, the house struck out sec- 
tion 12, Known as the merger section. 
Under its provisions, one railroad own- 
ing 50 per cent of the stock of another 
railroad would have been permitted to 
purchase the remainder. It shared the 
fate of the traffic agreement section, 
which was struck out several] days ago. 


Neither of these sections is now a part 
of the railroad measure in either the 
house Or senate. 
All of the sections reiating to fed- 
eral regulation of the capitalization of 
railroads were retained by the house, 
although amended in some minor par- 
ticulars. Representative Mann, of Illi- 
nois, in charge of the bill, summarizing 
the effect of the day’s work, said: 
Summarizes Effect of Day’s Work. 
“While the house struck out fection 
12, it had been evident for some time 


that this portion would go o The 
stock and bond propositions went 
through the’ house practically as the 


committee reported them. While many 
amendments have been agreed to, the 
principal features remain in the bil 
virtually as reported from the commit- 
tee.” 


WORK ON TARF 
TO COST $250,000 


Washington, May 6—Two hundred 
and fifty thousand dollarg for the work 
of a tariff commission is provided by 
a section of the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill prepared by Representa- 
tive Tawney and presented in con- 
gress today. The appropriation is 
based upon the estimate practically 
made by President Taft himself. 

To Obtain Information. 

The provision as prepared by Mr. 

Tawney gives widé opportunity for 


the president to exercise his own dis- 
cretion in the work of the tariff 
board and does not limit the number 
of persons who may be appointed. The 
president is authorized to appoint ex- 
perts to obtain accurate information 
at home and abroad on the cost of 
production. 

The board and all of its employees 
will be subject to the order of the 
president, and the information obtain- 
ed can be used in recommending to 
congress any changes necessary in the 
tariff rates to prevent undue discrimi- 
nation in favor of or against any 
American product. 

Methods Used. 

In preparing the Payne tariff bill, 
Mr. Tawney said, the methods used 
were those which had been followed 
in the preparation of all the tariff 
bills because none other was available. 

“For this reason,” added Mr. Taw- 
ney, “tne rates of duty in some cases 
may not correctly represent the de- 
clared principle of republican protec- 
tion; that is, they may be more and 
they may be less than the difference 
in the cost of production. To this fact 
more than any other may be attribut- 
ed practically all of the dissatisfac- 
tion with the Payne law.”

$850 at a hotel in Chicago late'in May, 
1909, as alleged compensation for 
White's vote for Lorimer for senator. 

The perjury charge against Link is 
based on his testimony given before 
the present grand jury. In this testi- 
mony Link is alleged to have sworn 
that he was not in St. Louis, Mo., July 
15, 1909, and that he did not there 
meet Repregentative Robert E. Wilson, 
of Chicago. 

The grand jury declares it finds 
upon investigation that Link was in 
St. Louis on that date and did meet 
Wilson. The jury further declares 
that Link wilfully perjured himself 
after full realization of the value of 
his statements in the investigation. 

Wilson Charged With Perjury. 

The perjury charge against Wilson 
is based on his testimony given before 
the members of the grand jury May 6. 
The indictment alleges that Wilson 
testified that he did not hand sums 
of money to Representative White and 
Representative Beckemeyer in the 
Southern hotel at St. Louis, July 15, 
1909. The grand jury states in its bill 
against Wilson that it finds that Wil- 
son did hand money to both White and 
Beckemeyer at 8t. Louis on the dates 


specified. 
Immediately upon the return of the 
three indictments, Judge Kersten 


fixed Browne's bail at $15,000, that of 
Wilson at $15,000 and that of Link at 
$5,000. 

Another indictment charges Henley 
with embezzlement of the railroad's 
funds. It is a direct outcome of 
charges made by John C. Fetzer, who 
declared that a “slush fund” had been 
used in the legislature to secure the 
passage of railroad legisiation. The 
specific bill was house bill 777, vali- 
dating a $50,000,000 bond issue made 
by the Chicago and Western Indiana 
Railroad. Fetzer said a “slush fund” 
of $212,000 was distributed among 
legislators by agents of the railroad. 

A Sensational Session. 

The session of the legislature which 
elevated Lorimer to the senate was 
one of the most sensational in the his- 
tory of the state. It had been pre- 
ceded by general primaries, at which 
both parties recommended candidates 
for the junior seat in the upper house 
of congress. Senator Hopkins, then 
the incumbent, received a majority of 
votes over ex-Governor Richard 
Yates, Congressman Edmund Foss and 
others. The campaign for the recom- 
mendation was exceedingly bitter. 
Many members of the legislature who 
had been instructed to vote for Hop- 
kins refused to do so and a deadlock, 
which lasted many weeks, ensued. 
Congressman Lorimer had not been a 
candidate, but came forward when it 
became plain that no other choice 
could be made. With the assistance of 
democratic votes he was elected ‘on 
joint ballot.

Irving Hanchett Hanged 
at Deland. 


Crime Was So Brutal That He 
Had to Be Moved to Another 
County to Prevent Lynch- 
ing. 


Delard, Fila., May 6.—Irving Han- 
ehett, the fifteen-year-old Connecticut 
boy who was convicted of the brutal 
murder of Clevie Tedder, a thirteen- 
year-old girl, near this place on the 
evening of February 12, last, was 
hanged here today. The execution 
took place in the county jail. 

Hianchett was formerly an inmate of 
the Connecticut reformatory and all 
along has impressed many people here 
as being a moral degenerate. He 
made no statement as to his motive 
for the crime, which he confessed 
shortly after his arrest. Today he 
exhibited no emotion and walked from 
the death cell to the scaffold with un- 
concerned countenance and without the 
slightest manifestation of fear. 

Was ef Sound Mind. 

At the request of the governor of 
Connecticut, Governor Gilchrist ap- 
pointed a commission of expert medi- 
cal men to make an examination as to 
the bov’s mental condition. Yesterday 
the commission repor‘ed that they con- 
sidered Hanchett a responsible person, 
and Governor Gilchrist announced that 
he would not interfere with the execu- 
tion. 

Hanchett stabbed the Tedder giri to 
death after having accosted her at a 
lonely spot and made proposals. He 
literally cut the child's body into 
shreds, not less than 70 knife wounds 
being found on her body when it was 
found several hours later. 

The crime created great excitement 
here and it was necessary to remove 
Hanchett to another county to prevent 
a Ivnching.

denly with newsboys shrilly crying: — 
Papers Issue Extras. 

“Death of the king!” . 

The papers were quickly seized and 
the people discussed the momentous 
event quietly and soon dispersed. The 
streets were deserted by 1 o'clock. 

Within a few minutes after the death 
of the king the home office was tele- 
graphing the intelligence to the heads 
of other governments and the British- 
diplomats and colonial officials 
throughout the world. 

All who knew the king expected that 
his death would be sudden, and it 
would not have occasioned great sur- 
prise if it had occurred without warn- 
ng at some social function, as a result 
f heart trouble.

When Dr. Clair Thomson, the 
great throat specialist, was called in 
yesterday morning it was expected 
that an operation on the throat would 
be necessary, but_after a consultation 
it was decide@ that the lungs were 
the seat of the most serious symptoms. 
Experts were held in readiness to ad- 
minister an anaesthetic, but there was 
fear that the weakness of the king’s 
heart might result in a fatal issue and 
an operation was set aside as a last 
resort. 

The body lies in the king’s chamber 
in the northwest wing of Buckingham 
palace; which is )prilliantly lighted, 
while the rest of the-great, gloomy 
building, with the exception of Lord 
Knolly’s office, is entirely darkened. It 
Was nearly half an hour after the king 
breathed his last when Lord Knollys 
walked into the office and said to the 
waiting reporters: 

: “His Majesty Is Dead.” 

“Gentlemen, his majesty is dead.”’ 

The people outside the palace only 
learned the mews when boys appeared 
with papers. In the meantime the 
Prince and Princess of Wales had taken 
leave of the other members of the 
royal family at the main entrance, soon 
after midnight. They drove direct to 
Marlborough house. Princess Victoria, 
who is her mother’s constant compan- 
ion, remained with the queen. The 
others of the family followed the 
Prince and Princess of Wales. 

A summons to the privy councilors 
has been issued by Sir Almeric Fitz- 
Roy, clerk of the council, convening 
the counc!ll in the throne room of 
St. James palace at 2 o'clock this aft- 
ernoon, when the councillors will 
“with one voice and the consent of 
tongue and heart publish and proclaim 
ihat the high and mighty Prince 
George is now, ‘by the death of our 
late sovereign of happy memories, be- 
come our only lawful and rightful 
liege lord, George V, by the grace of 
God, King of the United Kingdom, of 
Great Britian and Ireland, defender of 
the faith and emperor of India, to 
whom we do acknowledge all faith 
and constant obedience, with all 
hearty and humble affection, beseech- 
ing God, by whom kings and queens 
do reign, to bless the royal prince, 
George V, with long and happy years 
to reign over us.” 

New King to Address Council. 

The new king, after this proclama- 
tion, will address the council and prom- 
ise to reign as constitutional sover- 
eign. At the conclusion of the meet- 
ing King George will issue his first 
proclamation, requiring all officials to 
proceed with their duties. Formerly 
all offices, including the councillors’, 
were vacated on the death of the sov- 
ereign. 

The aldermen of the city of London 
will attend the council and swear al- 
legiance. 

A proclamation has already been is- 
sued by the home office, requiring the- 
aters to close today. , 

The court will go into mourning for 
six months, and the lord mayor ha» 
ordered that the great bell of St. 
Paul’s shall be tolled throughout the 
day. So sudden was the king's death 
that most of the high government ofh- 
clals were absent. Premier Asquith, 
who is tn Spain, cannot reach London 
before Monday. 

It is the duty of the members of 
both houses of parliament to meet 
without summons as soon as they can 
assemble, to take the oath of allegi- 
ance and receive the message of the 
king. Speaker Lowther, of the house 
of commons, however, is in Constanti- 
nople. 


London, May 6—Just twenty-four 
hours after the first news was broken 
to the public, as from a clear sky, that 
King Edwerd was suffering from 
bronchitis, with the physician’s state- 
ment that his condition “causes some 
anxiety,’ came the official pronounce- 
ment that “his majesty’s condition is 
now critical.” 
The public interpreted these signifi- 
cant words to mean that the king's 
case was absolutely hopeless. That 
conviction pervaded London and the 
entire kingdom. The bulletin was 
transmitted to alli the royal relatives 
before it was made public, and the 
rapid sequence of arrivals of royalties 
at the palace within the next hour con- 
firmed, so far as confirmation was 
needed, the most alarming views. 
Family Hastens to Palace. 
The Prince and Princess of Wales 
and the Duchess of Albany, who had 
left the palace shortly before the is- 
suance of the bulletin, both ladies 
showing marked signs of grief, soon 
hastened back. Princess Victoria and 
the Duke of Fife followed. The Duke 
and Duchess of Connaught, who today 
arrived at Suez from an African shoot- 
ing expedition, were notified, and 
Queen Maud telegraphed from Chris- 
tiania that she would start for London 
tomorrow. 
Sir William Robson, the attorney 
general, hurried to the palace, as he 
explained, on urgent official business, 
and remained half an hour. The arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, who visited the 
queen in the morning, paid a seconea 
call before dinner. He talked with the 
Prince of Wales, and hurried away 
with signs of great emotion to preside 
&t a meeting. He returned to the pal- 
ace at 9:30 o'clock in the evening. 
Special Prayers Offered. 
All religious bodies issued calls for 
special prayers, and special sefvices 
had been arranged for tomorrow for 
intercessions for the king. The Catho- 
lic archbishop of Westminster, before 
he realized the king’s critical state, 
called for special services in the 
churches of his diocese on Sunday, 
while the heads of the congregational 
Baptist and other denominations re. 
quested services and family prayers. 
The archbishop of Canterbury pre- 
sided this evening at a large charitable 
meeting between his visits to the pai- 
ace. He said impressively: “Sickness 
and sorrow and the great issues of life 
and death level all earthly barriers. 
I ask you @s Christians to stand for a 
minute in silence and lift up your 
prayers for our sovereign, hanging this 
moment between life and death.” 
The audience rose, and aftera minute 
of silence joined in the Lord's prayer. 
Special services were held this evening 
in Sandringham, Wolverton and other 
churches on the king's estate. 
Edweard’s Horse Wins Race. 
An incident cccurred this afternoon 
which, under ordinary circumstances, 
would have given King Edward the 
greatest elation. His horse, “Witch of 
the Air,” in which he was keenly in- 
terested, won the spring 2-year-old 
stake at Kempton Park amid the cheers 
ef the race-goers. 
The official gazette tonight, by a co- 
incidence, publishe@qd the first program 
of the court levees.

Even 
after evening passed into night groups 
Stood about the gates and hung to the 
iron railings of the big gold tipped 
fence, watching the comings and go- 
ings of the members of the royal fam- 
ily, the physicians, officials and other 
notable persons, until the _ police, 
shortly before midnight, with a view 
to clearing the streets, announced that 
no further bulletins would be issued 
until morning. 
Apprehension Keenly Manifest. 

Then the stragglers reluctantly left 
their posts of vantage and sadly 
started homeward, filled with appre- 
‘hension. Some had spent hours at the 
fence, having provided themselves 
with sandwiches, making it unneces- 
sary for them to leave even for their 
reals. At the same time a steady 
stream of callers passed through the 
diplomatic entrance to sign the vis- 
itors’ book and make inquiries. 
During the afternoon the stream grew 
to such proportions that more than one 
ambassador had to wait more than an 
hour and a half before he could reach 
the desk. 

These visitors received no more in- 
formation than the waiting crowds 
outside, being simply shown the bul- 
leting which had been posted for the 
public. 

The more intimate friends and mem- 
bers of the royal family were received 
at the entrance to the wing of the 
palace in which the king’s apartments 
are located, and the officials of the 
household gave them the latest news 
from the sick room. 

The crowd outside was an eéver- 
changing one, the early arrivals con- 
sisting of artisans who stopped for a 
brief moment on their way to work to 
question the waiting reporters’ and 
policemen, who had spent the night 
at the gates. 

People Flock to Palace. 

Later in the morning women of all 
classes commenced to fiock through 
Green and St. James parks toward the 
palace. A few carriages and automo- 
biles drove up with diplomats and oth- 
er callers, who were soon followed by 
the whole official and social world of 
London, until the waiting row of vehi- 
cles reached for several blocks along 
the street. ; 

When the morning bulletin, 
long before had been given to 
press and circulated in special edi- 
tions, was posted on the fence, the 
equare was so crowded that police re- 
serves had to be called out to make a 
passage for the moving of traffic. There 
had been a feeling that the reports 
in the morning papers wore exagger- 
ated. The bulletin, however, showed 
that the king's condition was most 
grave, and the solemn-faced crowd 
which went home for late luncheon 
spread the news throughout the city. 

The weather continued fine in the 
afternoon and brought out more and 
more people who had a long, weary 
and anxious wait, in the absence of 
bulletins for upwards of six hours. 
This served to increase rather than 
allay the fears that the rumors which 
were fiying about that the king was 
Gead or dying were only too true. The 
people passed the time in watching 
the arrival of visitors or strolling up 
and down Constitutional hill, from 
which a view of the king’s apartments 
could be obtained, 

Impatientiy Awaiting Bulletin. 

The announcement in the papers 
that a bulletin would be issued at 6:30, 
attracted an ever-increasing throng. 
They came to read the bulletin, or. 
if unstrung enough, to force their way 
heedlessiy through the masses which 
surrounded the fateful document. The 
dinner hour caused only a slight thin- 
ning out of the crowds to be followed 
later by practically everybody who 
was within reach of the palace. Many 
ladies in evening dréss, with their es- 
corts, left the dinner tables hurriedly 
and abandoned their usual visit to the 
theater or other places of amusement, 
to come to the palace gates. The

on November 9, 1841, the son of Queen 
Victoria and Prince Albert of Saxe- 
Coburg and Gotha. Educated by pri- 
vate tutors on a plan outlined by his 
father, he later studied at Edinburgh, 
Oxford and Cambridge. A long period 
of travel followed, during which he 
went over Europe and-the east. In 
1860 he made a_ triumphant tour 
through the United States and Canada. 
Married March 10, 1863. 

The prince was married.on March 10, 
1863 to Princess Alexandra, oldest 
daughter of the Danish prince, who be- 
came some months later King Chris- 
tian. Six children were born, two of 
whom—the Duke of Clarence and 
Prince Alexander—died. The surviv- 
ing children are George Frederick, 
Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwall and 
York, who now becomes king; Princess 
Louise, who was married to the Duke 
of Fife; Princess Victoria Alexandra 
and Princess Maud Charlotte, who was 
married to Prince Karl of Denmark, 
now King Haakon VII of Norway. The 
king was of the house of Hanover, 
which dates from the accession to the 
throne of King George I, in 1714. 

Twice before ascending the throne 
Edward's life was despaired of. In 
1871 he was so seriously ill with ty- 
phoid fever that for weeks his death 
was expected. In 1898 he fell on the 
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stairs during a visit to Baron Ferdi- 
nand de Rothschild at Waddesdon 
manor and fractured a knee cap. Com- 
plications ensued and for a time his 
condition was dangerous. 

Coronation a Pageant Unparalieled. 

His coronation, originally set for 
June 26, 1902, and postponed until Au- 
gust 9 on account of illness, was a pa- 
geant of almost unparalleled splendor, 
and the occasion of a_ celebration 
throughout the world. His short reign 
was a peaceful one, after the conclu- 
sion of the Boer war, which was in 
progress when he became king. 

Several times the king’s life has 
been in danger from anarchists or 
cranks. On April 4, 1900, when ag a 
prince he was in Brussels, Jean Sipido, 
a boy of fifteen, fired d@ him ag he was 
seated in a railway coach. The shot 
did no harm. The boy was held to be 
mentally irresponsible. 

A plot to assassinate him and King 
Carlos of Portugal while he was in 
Lisbon in 1903 was discovered and 
frustrated. 

The king was always a great trav- 
eler and was nearly as well known 
on the boulevards of Paris and in the 
casinos of Biarritz and Homburg as 
he was along Piccadilly. He always 
exhibited a marked preference for the 
society of Americans.

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BEAUTIFUL MME. BUTTERFLY 
TRIUMPH FOR MISS FARRAR 


“Madame Butterfly” last night would 


have made the opera a one-character 
performance, even if Puccini’s beauti- 
ful Japanese tragedy in music had not 
been mainly so intended. 

Before a rapt audience, which ap- 

proached in size the record-breaking 
house of the “Aida” production, Miss 
Farrar sounded the heights and depths 
of emotion, both in voice and action, 
and a vast gathering of people un- 
eonsciously frivoled and smiled with 
her, finally réjoicing* in her happiness 
in the first act; foreboded for her in 
the second, and dreaded so intently her 
awakening that it was a physical re- 
lief when the curtain went down on 
her vigil; and wept for her in the 
last act, when her eyes were too dry 
and burning for tears. 
@e Martin, as Lieutenant Pinkerton; 
Scotti, as Sharpless, and Suzuki, the 
maid (Marie Mattfeld), were the lead- 
ing characters besides Miss Farrar, but 
the delightful work they did proved 
only a background for the triumph of 
the prima donna. 

She began badly, vocally speaking, 
but almost immediately redeemed her- 
self. The ideal of graceful, pretty 
coquetry during the wedding scene, 
her voice in the exquisite rhapsody of 
love, which closes the act, had re- 
sumed its melting purity. 

In this passionate duet with the 
tenor is sounded with ever-growing 
intensity a phrase in the music which 
is so graphic an expression of the 
lovers’ ecstacy that when it recurs 
again and again in the pathetic scenes 
of the later acts, no Wagner motif 


could be more clearly a reminiscence 
of the mood of that loving scene of 


confession and surrender. What 
might be called the “Goro” motif was 
a comic announcement of his every ap- 
pearance. The return of Cio-Cio-BSan 
to the faith of her fathers, when she 
kisses the ancient dagger at the last, 
is plainly told by the orchestra in a 
gloomy repetition of the story of her 
gods and ancestors of the first act, and 
always the music is intensely in keep- 
ing with the text, although never de- 
parting from the Italian emphasis upon 
music which is, first of all, pleasing to 
the ear. 

Miss Farrar’s singing of the familiar 
aria in the second act, which tells all 
her love and longing, was an ideal 
piece of werk, and the last act proved 
her no less the great actress than the 
great singer. 

Scottiis smooth, beautiful baritone 
proved its culture in his delightful 
handling of the role of the consul, 
and Martin’s mellow tenor was at it 
best in his only real opportunity, that 
of the first act. Love songs of the 
Puccini school ate specially well 
adapted to the exploitation of the best 
qualities of his voice. 

Marie Mattfeld’s voice scarcely car- 
ried well, enough to show to advan- 
tage in the large auditorium, but her 
part was pleasingly done. Albert Reiss 
sang acceptably the brief role of Goro. 
and there were brief appearances of 
Angelo Bada, Adolf Muhimann, Inga 
Oerner, Georges Bourgeos and Rernard 
Begue, while Fernando Tanara con- 
ducted; and it would be a great over- 
sight to leave out the baby, a moat 
winsome participant, whose every mo- 
tion and. expression was greeted bv 
smiles and murmurs of applause from 
the audience.

For that tasteful and healthful beautification which makes Sa- 
vannah notable throughout the country, the larger credit is due 
ta Mr. Daffin. He has won the public confidence 1n Savannah to 
such a degree that rarely are his programs modified or his sugges- 
tions subject to question. 

Counsel from such a source is weighty. Atlanta cannot af- 
ford to disregard it. 

General Manager Carey, of the local park commission, deserves 
well at Atlanta’s hands. We are no more interested in him than 
in any other -public official who faithfully and with intelligence 
performs his duty. But to the extent that Atlanta’s parks are 
among her most important civic and health assets, we should dis- 
like to see a man who has demonstrated fitness for his duties un- 
duly hampered in their discharge and enlargement. 

The members of the park commission, all and singular, have 
given convincing evidence of their devotion to the public weal. 
It is hardly to be feared they will tolerate the interference of poli- 
tics with the maintenance and symmetrical development of so 
pre-eminent a branch of the city’s government. 
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$3,000 AND A GOOD ROADS SKEPTIC. 


Down in Sumter county there is a farmer $3,000 richer be-| 
cause of a specific good roads movement he couldn’t see his way | 
clear to aid.

This particular farmer, as reported by our correspondent at 
Americus, has always been skeptical concerning the value of good 
roads or the dividends from road improvement.

ING, and there were no purchasers. 

A short time ago, a roadway was projected which should pass 
by his place and link it to civilization. 

Farmers contiguous, realizing the immense value of the im- 
provement, gave freely of their land for a right-of-way. 

So joined was this man to his idols, that he refused to cede 
even a small strip of that land he had tried to sell and couldn't. 

The road-building proceeded regardless of his declination. 

A FEW DAYS AFTER IT WAS COMPLETED. HE WAS 
OFFERED $40 AN ACRE FOR THE ENTIRE TRACT, 
WHICH, PREVIOUSLY, HE COULD NOT SELL AT $30. 

So that, in the face of his lack of enterprise, the good roads 
movement brought $3,000 “velvet” to his door-step and also a 
clinching good roads’ argument which should leave the doubter 
everywhere not a leg to stand upon. 

What has happened in Sumter, so far as marvelous enhance- 
ment of values is concerned, has been, is being, and will be dupli- 
cated in every county in Georgia. 

Today in Georgia are hundreds of farms lagging in valuation 
because of incomplete or absent road facilities. There are more 
hundreds of potential farms, waiting to be tickled into abundant 
harvests by dividend-makers for Georgia as soon as enterprise 
has blazed a trail to their boundaries.

Hon. N. E. Harris, of Macon, lay del- 
egate from the South Georgia Confer- 
ence, has been appointed chairman of 
the committee on publishing interests, 
in which capacity he will render most 
efficient service to southern Method- 
ism during the present session of the 
general conference. 

Among the lay delegates who are 
generally recognized as men of sig- 
nal ability, both in committee room 
and on the conference floor, is Hon. J. 
N. Holder, of Jefferson, a member of 
the North Georgia delegation. 

An object of great interest is a chair 
which has been exhibited at the city 
auditorium, where the general confer- 
ence is being held. This chair was 118 
years old and is intact, and was used 
by Bishop Frances Asbury on his visits 
to Buncombe county, this state, in 
1810 and early thereafter. 

Methodism in North Carolina. 


Methodism has existed in North 
Carolina for nearly one hundred and 
fifty years, and now has a membership 
of 166,000. Among the pioneer preach- 
ers of this denomination was Joseph 
Pilmoor, who came to the state in 1772 
and blazed the way for the permanent 
planting of Methddism. The sixteenth 
session of the general conference is 
unique in two distinct particulars, viz: 
it is the first held in North Carolina, 
and it is a centennial celebration of 
Bishop Francis Asbury’s visit to the 
vicinity of Asheville in 1810. The city 
auditorium, the assembly hall of the 
general conference, has a seating ca- 
pacity of 2,500, and is admirably 
adapted for the purposes of a great 
deliberative and legislative body. 

Asheville is an ideal convention city, 
having a hotel and boarding house ca- 
pacity aggregating 56,000. 

The Southern Baptist Convention, 
with an attendance of 4,000 delegates 
and visitors, was delightfully enter- 
tained here in May, 1902, and the gen- 
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eral conference will be likewise enter- 
tained. 

The absence of Bishop O. P. Fitz- 
gerald, who is ill at his residence in 
Nashville, Tenn., is generally regretted 
by the conference body. Bishop Fitz- 
gerald is a native of North Carolina, 
having been born August 24, 1829, in 
Caswell county, where he spent his 
early boyhood days, afterwards serving 
an apprenticeship in a printing of- 
fice in Lynchburg, Va. He was licensed 
to preach in Macon, Ga., in 1853, and 
joined the Georgia Conference, and 
later transferred to the Pacific Con- 
ference. 

Bishop Fitzgerald is an author of 
wide repute, “Upper Room  Medita- 
tions,’ “Christian Growth,’ “Sunset 
Views,” “Fifty Years,” “California 
Sketches,” and other books being from 
his versatile pen. 

Surviving Bishops. 

Of the seven surviving bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, six 
bishops having died during the past 
quadrennium—two are native Geor- 
gians—-Bishops Key and Candler, and 
two have served pastorates in Georgia, 
Bishops Fitzgerald and Morrieon. 
Bishop Joseph S. Key was born in La- 
Grange, Ga., July 18, 1829, being the 
son of Rev. Cleb W. Key, an intinerant 
Methodist preacher. He is an alumnus 
of Emory College, of the class of 1848. 
He was elevated to episcopacy in 1886, 
Bishop Key resides at Sherman, Texas. 

Bishop Warren A. Candler was born 
in Carroll county, Georgia, on August 
238, 1857. He is also an alumnus of 
Emory College, being of the class of 
1875, and having been the honored 
president of that institution prior to 
his election to the episcopal office in 
1898. But Bishop Candler is too much 
alive to need any memoir mention, or 
too well known to Georgians to need 
any introduction to them, being a citl- 
zen of Atlanta.

Already 
the packing houses here are being put 
in shape for the expeditious handling 
of the crop, and the first shipments of 
May peaches will be made in two or 
three weeks.

Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Makes Decision in Case 
Against Railroads. 


Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—The 
interstate commerce commission has 
decided in favor of the Southern Cot- 
ton Oil Company in its case against 
the Atlantic Coast Line and other rail- 
roads growing out of a shipment of 
cotton seed hulls from Fayetteville, N. 
C., to Cartersville, Ga., and ordered the 
roads to pay complainants $198 with 
interest at 6 per cent from November 
15, 1909, as reparation for unreason- 
able rates charged. 

The rate made on the shipment of 
900 sacks, containing forty-five tons of 
cotton seed, was $7.60 per ton. Sub- 
sequently a rate of $3 was put into 
effect to Atlanta and $2.40 to Carters- 
ville. The commission holds that $3.20 
to Cartersville is a reasonable rate.

MA. BALLINGER 
WAKES WRUTh 


Sensations Crowd Each 
Other at Hearing. 


Secretary Repeatedly Appeal- 
ed to Committee to Spare Him 
From His Tormentors --- Bal- 
linger Was Questioned Re- 
garding Beverly Trip. 


Washington, May 6.—Keeping Secre- 
tary Ballinger “on the grill” in the 
Ballinger-Pinchot inquiry throughout 
the day, Attorney Brandels, 
for L. R. Glavis, sprang a mild sen- 
sation today by strongly intimating 
that the exoneration of Ballinger and 
the dismissal of Glavis by the president 
was not the result of a judicial weigh- 
ing of the facts by President Taft in 


person as has been generally supposed. 
He indicated by his questions to Mr. 
Pallinger his contention that it would 
have been a physical impossibility for 
the president to have digested the 
great mass of matter bearing on the 
Alaskan coal cases, making more than 
800 pages in the record, in the week 
which elapsed between the time he re- 
ceived it at Beverly on September 6 
last, and the making public of his let- 
ter of exoneration on September 153. 
The Beverly Trip. 

Furthermore, Mr, Brandeis called at- 
tention to the fact that the week in 
question was crowded with engage- 
ments for the president, including 
several golf games, yacht races and 
automobile rides. He cited, outside 
the record, the probability that the 
President also was engaged in the 
preparation of his important Boston 
speech. Mr. Lawler, who is the as- 
sistant attorney for the interior de- 
part, Mr, Brandeis said, made two 
trips to Beverly that week and was 
there when the letter was given out. 

Mr. Brandeis also sought to show 
that the letter, if the president did 
personally prepare it, was based upon 
an incomplete record of the Cunning- 
ham cases. He called the secretary's 
attention to letters written by Special 
Agent Jones prior to the clear-listing 
of the Cunningham claims by Mr. Bal- 
linger in which Mr. Jones requested 
a full investigation of the cases before 
allowing any of them to go to patent. 
He asked Mr. Ballinger if he did not 
think the president should have had 
these letters in order to have a com- 
plete record before him. Mr. Ballin- 
ger would not admit their importance. 

Other Letters Discussed. 

Another letter written by Mr. Den- 
nett to the fraud division of the land 
office, urging them not to allow any 
Alaskan coal’claims to go to patent 
without ful] investigation, written af- 
ter the receipt of Jones’ warning, was 
discussed. 

Mr. Ballinger insisted that he did 
not attach the same importance to it 
that some “super-suspicious” persons 
might. 

Mr. Ballinger probably will be on 
the stand for several days to come, 

Reot Objects to Question. 

Another argument occurred a few 
minutes later, when Senator Root ob- 
jected to the following question: 

“As a lawyer and a judge covering a 
Icng period of years, were you not 
aware that the question of the truth 
of the Glavis questions could not be 
determined where you had the oppor- 
tunity of answering him, and he, 
Glavis, had no opportunity to know 1r 
you put in all the facts?” 

Mr. Brandeis withdrew the question 
after considerable discussion, during 
which it was signified by members of 
the committee that the president could 
enswer the question better than Mr. 
Ballinger. 

Another Objection to Brandela’ Method. 

Senator Sutherland was the next 
member of the committee to protest 
against Mr. Brandeis’ methods of cross- 
examination. He objected when the 
attorney asked the witness if it were 
not a fact that of the four pages of 
the record devoted to the president's

with the Glavis charges. He thought 
the matter irrelevant, and, slamming a 
copy of the record upon the table be- 
fore him, declared heatedly that he dia 
not think the lawyer should waste any 
more of the committee’s time.

Taft Assured of Meas- 
ure’s Success. 


Elkins and Crane, in Confer 
ence With President, Declare 
With Emphasis That New Re- 
publican Combination Has 
Fifty-Five Votes. 


Washington, May 6.—Senators El- 
kins and Crane had a conference with 
the president today, and soon after the 
two senators reached the capitol they 
informed their associates that they had 
fifty-five votes, eight more than is 
needed, to defeat every long and short 
haul amendment. that may be offered 
This number includes many democratic 
senators. 

The senators will see the president 
again tomorrow, when he will see other 
republican leaders of the senate on 
the railroad bill. 

Cembination to Put Bill Through. 

They told the president, with em- 
phasis, that the new republican combi- 
nation in the senate is sufficiently 
strong to put through the bill as it is 
finally acceded to by the president and 
his advisers. The senators asserted 
that a railroad bill, largely satisfactory 
in character, would finally pass. 

The status of the administration 
railroad bill in the house and senate 
is understood to have been the chief 
tcpic of discussion at today’s meet- 
ing of the cabinet. 

Pooling Clause Omitted. 

President Taft today declared to 
callers that while he was sorry the so- 
called pooling and merger clauses of 
the bill had been omitted in the sen- 
ate, he did not consider that the loss of 
these two provisions vitally affected 
the bill. It 1s said the railroads will 
continue to enter into pooling agree- 
ments as long as they do business, and 
that President Taft's idea was that it 
would be a step forward to get these 
agreements under the purview of the 
interstate commerce commission 
through the pooling clause legalizing 
them. 

The Merger Clause. 

As to the mcrger clause, the prest- 
dent always has contended that this 
provision was written into the bill 
solely for the benefit of minority 
stockholders, 

The president is most concerned over 
what congress may attempt to put into 
the bill, rather than the provisions 
stricken out. 

It is regarded as certain that if 
amendments suggested in the house by 
some of the more radical members are 
included and the conferes cannot elimi- 
nate them, he will veto the bill on the 
ground that it would unduly hamper 
railroads in carrying on their legitti- 
mate business. 

The attention of the supporters of 
the Dixon amendment wag called to 
the statement of the conservative sen- 
ators. They said they did not know 
whether the opposition had 55 votes, 
but they admitted that “it looks as if 
the insurgent amendment would be 
lost.” 

It was claimed also by the conser- 
vatives that they would prevent the 
adoption of any amendment to section 
nine of the bill. This tis the gection 
designed to permit the interstate com- 
merce commission upon its own initta- 
tive or upon complaint that the exist- 
ing rate was “unjust, unreasonable, or 
unjustly discriminatory,” to set aside 
a rate. 

Senator Cummbas, in withdrawing 
his traffic agreemént amendment to 
Section 7, prelimina to the striking 
out of that section’ announced he 
would reoffer his amendment when 
Section 9 is reached.

Transfer 
Postoffice, Provided. 


Manner of Appraisement Stip- 
ulated --- Col. Livingston Pre- 
sented Paragraph Approved 
by Mayor Maddox and Atlan- 
ta Delegation---Other Items.

Washington, May 6.—(Special.)—A 
paragraph providing for the transfer 
of the old postoffice building to At- 
lanta is contained in the sundry civil 
bill reported to the house of represen- 
tatives today. It is the paragraph 
Colonel Livingston prepared and 
which Mayor Maddox and the Atlanta 
delegation, which recently visited 
Washington, approved. 

It follows: “The secretary of the 
treasury is authorized to have ap- 
praised in a fair and impartial man- 
ner the old postoffice building in the 
eity of Atlanta, having in view the 
value of said building for municipal 


} purposes, and to convey said building, 


together with the lot or lots hereto- 
fore donated by the city of Atlanta to 
the government of the United States, 
on which said building is located, to 
the said city of Atlanta on the pay- 
ment by it into the treasury of the 
United States of the amount of the 
appraised value of the said bullding 
thus ascertained; provided that the 
expense of such conveyance by the 
city of Atlanta shall constitute a re- 
lease of any and all obligations of the 
government of the United States under 
the deed from the city of Atlanta, or 
by the agreement referred to there- 
in.” 

Colonel Livingston entertains great 
hopes that the measure will g0 
through without difficulty. The para- 
graph will be stoutly supported by 
the appropriations committee which 
reported the bill. The sundry civil 
bill alao contained the following Geor- 
gia items. 

Miscellancous Georgia Items. 

For completion of the wall around 
United States penitentiary at Atlanta, 
$75,000; for postoffice and courthouse 
at Albany, $50,000, the total limit of 
cost of the building being $125,000; 
LaGrange postoffice, $10,000. The 
building when completed will cost 
$50,000. Milledgeville also gets $10,- 
000 toward a $50,000 building; Bruns- 
wick, Ga., for new wharf at quaran- 
tine station, $8,664; Augusta, Ga., oil 
house at arsenal, $2,500; superinten- 
dent life saving station in South Caro- 
iina and Georgia, $1,900; Chickamauga 
Park for maintenance, $43,000; for im- 
provement and maintenance of gov- 
ernment read from Stevens’ Gap by 
Davis crossroads to Crawfish Springs, 
$8,000. 

The sundry civil bill, reported today, 
contained no new appropriations for 
public buildings and grounds. It sim- 
ply made available money heretofore 
authorized to be spent. 

The committee on public buildings 
is expected to report a bill within the 
next week or two. The bill will con- 
tain authorizations for public build- 
ings in a number of Georgia towns. 
The limit of cost on some buildings 
already provided for may be increased. 
When these buildings are authorized 
by one committee, the appropriations 
committee comes along and makes 
available each year as much money as 
can be economically expended until 
they are completed.

FACE HOUSTON COURT 


Superior Court Will Meet in 
Adjourned Session at 
Perry on Monday. 


Perry, Ga., May- 7.—-(Special.)-— 
Houston superior court will convene 
Monday in adjourned session from the 
April term for the purpose of trying 
criminal cases left untried at the 
April term, and any civil business that 
may come before the court. 

There are thirty-eight cases on 
docket, of which number there are 
eleven set for Monday. Among these 
are three for murder, five for felonies 
and three for misdemeanors. 

For Tuesday there are set sixteen. 
Among this number are one for mur- 
der, four for other felonies and eleven 
for misdemeanors. 

For Wednesday there are set eleven, 
among which two are for felonies and 
nine for misdemeanors. There is set 
for Monday a motion for a new trial 
in the case of the state against Hiley 
Williams, who was tried at the April 
term for murder, convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hung on Friday, May 20. 

Considering the number of felony 
eases, combined with the misdemean- 
ors, the court will probably consume 
the whole week.

was identified as Dr. Martin Cagle, 
a well-known Adairsville physician. 
He wore a ring with the initials, “Dr.

Supervisor McClelland Says His 
78 Enumerators Have Done 
Well---Seventy Chinamen and 
Seven Hundred Greeks in the 
City. 


With the exception of three districts, 
the taking of the census_of Atlanta 
was closed last night at 12 o’clock. The 
three districts which will be left open 
until Monday night at 12 o'clock are 
as follows: 

On Pryor street, Trinity avenue, Cap- 
itol avenue and Central avenue, on 
Edgewood avenue, Courtland street 
and Ivy street, and in the neighbor- 
hood of the Spellman seminary. 
Supervisor McClelland says hig work 
iz about finished, so far as taking the 
names of residents is concerned. He 
stillhas a large amount of office work 
te -do, and will be a very busy man 
fo: some days to come. He has sev- 
enty-eight enumerators employed, and 
he says they all have done their duty, 
and would have gotten through much 
sooner had citizens given a little more 
aid. He is very grateful for the help 
given him by the local press. He found 
the chief trouble with the boarding 
and lodging houses. 

Absent Ones Enumerated. 

An interesting feature of the census 
has been the way in which absent citi- 
zens of Atlanta have qui y and will- 
ingly responded to lettérs addressed 
to them. Mr. McClelland found Atlan- 
tans in twenty-five different states who 
were absent from the city for various 
reasons. All of these responded with- 
out exception, and their names are now 
enrolled. There were about 250 of 
them. 

There were found in the city seventy 
Chinamen and of these twelve could 
not speak English and their names 
were taken by the aid of a Chinese in- 
terpreter. The Chinamen were some- 
what suspicious about telling of them- 
selves, but were reassured when they 
were informed that it was the will of 
the emperor of China that they be 
enumerated. Of other nationalities 
there were 700 Greeks. 

Some Who Were Left Out. 

A report was received that citizens 
had not been enumerated on Dabney 
street, Clayton street, State street and 
Hemphill avenue.

eountry and in Europe, and, to a lesser 
extent, all the people in the rest of 
the civilized world, for everyone has 
more or less to do with cotton. This 
week important interests will seek an 
opening for a permanent stand on the 
market, something that they could 
hardly do with manipulation in May al- 
ways to contend with. 

In taking a position on the market 
for what is technically known as & 
“long pull,” only the most carefully 
trained speculators and traders can 
lay aside the influence of their im- 
mediate surrounding. Thus there will 
be those wid will take the bear side 
permanentiy because they are asso- 
slated with spinning interests, while, 
on the other hand, there will be others 
who will join the ranks of the bulls 
because they have connections with 
the interior of the cotton belt, because 
they live in or because they have sym- 
pathy for the south. 

The Cold Speculator. 

The coldly calculating speculator, 
however, leaves such things entirely 
out of his considerations, and this 
week this class will once more turn to 
the questions of how much of the small 
supply of raw cotton left in the world 
the spinners will take if prices are put 
to such and such a level, what effect 
the federal investigation of cotton will 

- have on the holder of spots in the 
south, whether the chances are against 
or for the threatened labor troubles in 
Manchester, and so on through the 
complexities of the old crop situation 
until he arrives at the question of the 
new crop itself; for it is now time that 
the old and the new crops should be 
gewayed by the same factors, instead 
of having their separate courses of 
values. 

Here it is that the stand will be 
taken, for, as student speculators 
know, the prices of all things that are 
speculated or traded in on a large scale 
move in swi the long or 
swing—the swing that is more or iess 
due to reaction: and which moves 
within the lone swinge—and the short 
or scuiping swing, caused by the de- 
velopments and features of the mo- 
ment. 
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The Problem Now. 

The problem now is to determine the 
long swing, and to answer the ques- 
tion of whether the coming season is 
to be one of advancing or declining 
prices. This long swing will, of course, 
be determined by the new crop itself. 
Qlold-blooded speculators in the south, 
traders in England who want to see 
fe English mill hands working a full 

eek spinning American cotton and 
pinners who want cheap cotton be- 
qause cheap cotton goods sell faster 
han dear goods had about made up 
‘heir minds a week ago that the mar- 
ket was in for a long decline on what 
were about the best crop prospects 
ever known on a materially increased 
acreage. 

But the cold wave upset all this and 
caused a new atart of the crop to be 
made. During the next few days all 
manner of information will be gather- 
ed in an attempt to find out if the 
damage done can be repaired; always, 
however, with the understanding that 
the crop is now two weeks late. 

What Bulls Will Contend. 

Here is where the bulls will present 
their arguments; they will contend that 
the crop, because of its lateness, will 
be more than ordinarily susceptible to 
weuther damage and to the depreda- 
tion of boll weevil,“and they will 
point to the demand for seed to re- 
plant with, and the inferior quality of 
geed that is filling the demand, 

In the minds of the bulls the possi- 
bilities of the total yield this season 
have been cut into anywhere from 
1,000,000 to 2,000,000 bales by the set- 
back the crop has received, and there- 
fore they claim it is impossible for 
the south this season to raise as much 
cotton as the world will require, which 
will naturally lead to another season 
ef high prices. Those speculators whom 
they can lead into these beliefs will 
take the long side of the market for a 
campaign; against them will be ar- 
rayed those who think the damage has 
been exaggerated.

The 
crime. wi.ich Cook’ committed, was a 
very bold one, indeed, and when Cook 
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shoulda rest and in accordance with 
which it should be administered.” 
Cuts Like Two-Edged Sword. 

This vigorous statement, taken in 
connection with the context of the arti- 
cle shows it to be a two-edged sword, 
cutting indiscriminately at the most 
ardent supporters of both Rooseveit 
and Bryan.

Obliteration of Party Lines. 

“TWntil recently all intelligent men, 
and some who were not so intelligent, 
felt and expressed a high degree of 
pride in their party loyalty: but in this 
day few men proclaim themselves par- 
tisans. and the few who do so under- 
stand that they subject themselves to 
a censure which assumes that a parti- 
ean is something less than a patriot. 

“Naturally and inevitably, as party 
lines disappear, party creeds fall into a 
confusion, and the tendency to elect 
candidates according to their personal 
merits or demerits, rather than ac- 
cording to the principles which they 
represent, becomes almost irresistible. 

“Many good men hail this as a sign 
of better government, but | am un- 
able to subscribe to that opinion. They 
would be right if this were a govern- 
ment of men, but they must be wrong 
as long as this remains a government 
of laws. 

“A man without any party or a man 
professing to belong to one party and 
yet acting with another may be an un- 
selfish patriot and sincerely anxious to 
promote the public good, but his can- 
didacy for an officer or his incumbency 
of an office must tend to diminish in 
the public mind the importance of 
principles and to magnify the im- 
portance of persons. 

“This has been the great and grow- 
ing evil in American politics for the 
last fiften years. Our campaigns, state 
and national, have turned more upon 
the personality of the candidate than 
upon the principles of the party. The 
injurious effect of all this has been and 
is, that if the people happen to like a 
man they will support what he advo- 


'eates with a blind infatuation, and they

Dis- 
tinguished and abie men in both 
houses advocate certain measures 
without offering any arguments in 
support of them, and seem tothink that 
the American congress ought to enact 
them into laws simply because they 
have been aprroved by certain indi- 


Viduals. 
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a wise and patriotic man, and I am as 
ready as anybody to accord all proper 
weight to it, but a republic cannot 
long endure if representatives of the 
people yield their own judgment and 
obey the commands of some popular 
idol. 

“Tl am very far from suggweting that 
the people should not consider well the 
character of the men whom they se- 
lect for high and responsible posi- 
tions; but the principles upon which 
this government should be administer- 
ed must always be held above any 
man or set of men.” 

“What, then, do you think of Foss’ 
election in Massachusetts, senator?” 

“Mr. Foss,” replied Senator Bailey, 
“is a gentleman of high character and 
ability, but the campaign in which he 
was elected to congress illustrateg the 
‘political chaos’ about which I have 
spoken. : 

“Mr. Foss, the democratic nominee, 
had been an active republican, and Mr. 
Buchanan. the republican nominee, had 
been an active democrat; yet these 
two gentlemen were selected by their 
respective parties as proper exponents 
of their principles. Their mere nomi- 
nation indicated how much party dis- 
cipline has been relaxed; but that is 
not all of the story as it came to me. 

Both Denounced Tariff. 
“I have been told that the republi- 


can nominee denounced the tarfff bill. | 


passed by this republican congress and 
approved by a republican president, 
almost as fiercely as did Mr. Foss him- 
self. I have also been informed that 
this republican nominee did not stop 
with denouncing the republican tariff 
bill, but was unsparing in his criticism 
of what he was pleased to call Aldrich- 
ism and Cannonism. 

“It was a curious spectacle, never 
before witnessed in this country, to 
see the nominee of a great party de- 
nouncing its leaders and its legisla- 
tion. 

“I can understand how democrats 
can compléin at Aldrichism and Can- 
nenism, because to us they are 
synonymous with republicanism: but I 
am not quite able to understand how 
republicans can find fault with them. 
Aldrich and Cannen stand today for 
all that the republican party has stood 
for in the days of its power and tri- 
umph; and, the republican party has 
always stood for wnat they stand for 
today. 

“If the republican who is dissatisfied 
with the leadership of Cannon and 
Aldrich will examine the roll calls 
during the last thirty years in both 
houses of congress, he wil! find that 
Cannon and Aldrich have _ steadily 
voted with them. This !Is another 1!}- 
lustration, this time reversed, of the 
bad habit into which the American peo- 
ple have fallen of discussing men in- 
stead of principles and policies. 

“We might just as well meet this 
question fairly and @erraign the repub- 
lican party instead of Aldrich and 
Caunon, for the republican party has 
authorized and approved all they have 
done. Indeed, al] they have done has 
been done in the name and on behalf 
of the republican party.” 


Qualifications for Membership. 


“should there be any conditions im- 
posed by any one wishing to return 
to the democratic party?” Senator 
Bailey. was asked. 

“No man,” he replied, ‘“‘should be in- 
vited into the democratic party who 
does noteherish itg principles, and no 
man who does cherish them should be 
excluded. I want every man who is a 
democrat in the party, and I want 
every man who is not a demo- 
crat out of it. lL would wel- 
ccme the support of all independent 
voters, of course, but I will never 
agree to obtain their support by con- 
ceding away the great principles of 
our party. 

“IT arm firm in the conviction that the 
only road to permanent success for 
either individuals or parties lies in 
an unyielding adherence to what they 
believe to be right. If we could once 
more induce the democratic party in 
every state and in the union to recon- 
secrate itself to those great principles 
which once constituted its strength 
and its glory, we could age@in enlist a 
majority of these people under our 
banner, and we would govern the 
country with a justice and a wisdom 
that would repeat our history from 
1800 to 1860, during whieh time we 
lost but three presidential elections, 
and never lost two in succession. 

“If, rejecting all isms and tads, we 
will set our faces resoluteiy .in favor 
of our ancient principles, without 
stopping to count whether it spells 
victory or defeat, we will make our 
future secure; but as long as we palter 
with great issues we can neither re- 
store ourselves to the confideyce of the 
people nor bring this government back 
to the principles on which its founders 
intended that it should be adminis- 
tered.” ,

WEEK’S TRADE REVIEWED. 


What Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 


New York, May 6.—R. G. Dun €& 
Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade tomor- 
row will say that the unsettled and 
apprehensive feelin prevailing for 
some time past in the financial mar- 
ket, resulting in declining prices has 
been allayed, to some extent, although 
there has been a disappointing check 
to the buoyant movement existing in 
mercantile lines at the beginning of 
the year. The causes of the financial 
recession were partly economic, part- 
ly political. It is to be noted, how- 
ever, that the effect upon the indus- 
trial and mercantile situation has been 
slow and in some parts of the country 
it was hardly noticeable. 

Efforts to remove the obstacle of 
over-production from the pig iron 
situation are proving successful, as 
evidenced by returns covering the out- 
put during April, which show the 
emallest total, with one exception, 
since September, 1909. In some di- 
visions a larger inquiry is noted, 
especially for structural steel, on 
which more business is in sight and 
bids have been opened on 25,000 tons 
of plates required for the Panama ca- 
nal locks. 

In dry goods circles considerable re- 
serve buying power was disclosed at 
the auction sales of carpets, which at- 
tracted buyers from all over the coun- 
try. A cortinuation of the slight im- 
provement in the demand for cotton 
goods by converters, printers and the 
manufacturing trades was noted, but 
jobbers are jAolding back, awaiting 
the coming of the government cotton 
report in June, when they hope for a 
further revisicn of prices. Fall River 
has been ‘telling contracts on wide 
cloths to run through June, July and 
August on 2 basis of 26.4 cents per 
pound for print cloth yarn construc- 
ticn. Yarns rule slow. Dress goods 
ere inactive in first hands and except 
for an advance of bc per yard on a 
single line of woolen men’s wear, lit- 
tle change is noted in the quiet trade 
in that quarter. 

Activity in footwear is for the next 
season run, and the demand is quiet 
for seasonable lines for immediate 
delivery. Prices ere maintained. 
Leather rules quiet end the demand 
for most varietics is less active than

HOW KING’S ILLNESS 
AFFECTED THE STOCKS 
Prices Evidently Marked Down 
as an Adjustment to the 
Expected Shock. 


New York, May 6.—Explanation for 
the action of financial markets turned 
to the principal news event of the 
day, the alarming iliness of the King 
of England. The marking down of 
prices at the New York stock ex- 
change was intended, obviously as an 
adjustment to an expected shock. The 
actual volume of sales was not large, 
but the proportion for Londen account 
was greater than usual and was suf- 
ficient to give a clear notice of the dis- 
position of the London market to avail 
itself of New York facilities for turn- 
ing securities into cash. There is no 
clear reason why the passing of the 
English succession to the throne should 
affect the value of American securi- 
ties or, for that matter, English se- 
curities. The precedent of the death of 
Queen Victoria showed financial mar- 
kets unruffied. The selling of stocks 
for London account in New York at 
that time was over in a day and made 
no effective impression on foreign ex- 
change or money rates. The present 
situation differs in some respects, both 
political and financial. 

The effect of a passing of the present 
king of England to the strained polit- 
ical conditions in that country received 
consideration for its possible influence 
on financial affairs. Views in Wali 
street on this matter were vague and 
probably not too well-informed, Dut 
their influence ir, begetting a cautious 
spirit in the speculation was none the 
less o nthat account. As it happens, 
the money position in London at the 
moment is extraordinarily strong, 
owing to the measures of recupera- 
tlon recently taken by the bank of 
England in preparation for the strain 
of paying the deferred taxes, which 
have been paid yet only in small part, 
leaving the central bank's position 
practically unimpaired at its point of 
greatest strength. 

The sensitiveness of the New York 
market to bad news was increased by 
the fact of the sharp advance which has 
occurred in the course of the two pre- 
vious days. Sufficient profits had ac- 
crued to offer inducements for selling 
to realize. There was disappointment 
perceptible over the lack of formal 
confirmation of the reports of bond 
sales to foreigners. The subsidence of 
large offerings of bankers’ bills in the 
foreign exchange market did not help 
to sustain confidence in the outcome of 
pending negotiations. 

The stock market was not left with- 
out support and an effective midsession 
rally resulted from these operations. 
It was accompanied by special strength 
at one or two points, especially Brook- 
lyn Transit. That stock and Chesa- 
peake and Ohio were influenced by 
rumors of divided increases. A rally 
also followed the publication of the 
preliminary estimates of the week's 
currency, estimates of these it ap- 
peared that the banks have been gain- 
ing large sums in cash by receipts from 
the interior. As no gold has gone out 
from the banks the probability is that 
they have added between $8,000,000 and 
$9,000,000 to their cash holdings this 
week. The money market was easier 
today, both on call and on time, in 
consequence with this promise. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $2,381,000. United States 
bonde were unchanged on call.
